Fifthly,' That f6r*3* Hundred Pounds received in Clipt 
Money, the Officer give out a Parliamentary Note of a Hundred 
Pounds, which ſhall paſs for ſo much Currayt Money till they 
receive the Value in Money New Coyn'd ; 'and ſo for any Sum, 
more or leſs, which, when paid, makes their Damage good. 


Sixthly, That when the Sheriffs are furniſhed with Money 
from the Tower, they call in all theſe Notes, and pay the 
People, and return them to Your Honours. 


Seventhly, That "tis neceſſary to take the Weight of the 
Money, to know what Loſs there will be npon every Fundred 
Pounds, more or leſs, by Comparing the Weight of a Hundred 
Pound's of Clypt Money, with a Hundred Pounds of New Money ; 
and to whom each Loſs muſt be made good. 


Ezehthly, "That the Difference of the Weight between a 
Hundred Ponds, more or leſs, of Clypt Money, and the like 
Sum, by Tale of New Money, be ſpecified on the back of 
each Note that 1s. given for it ; whereby You may 'immedi- 
ately. know the Lofs each County brings forth by their Clypz 
Money. , 


Ninthly, That the Sheriffs, Juſtices of the Peace, or their ' 
Deputies, obſerve the Direfions in the before-mentioned 
Book, tor keeping the Peoples Money ſeparate, otherwiſe, 
all will be in Contuſion, if one Perſon's Money be mix'd with 
another; and alſo, in packing it up, and haſting it to the 
Tower, or ſuch Place you appoint for Coynage : and the like

that none of them be allow'd to paſs for Money out of the 
County they are aſlign'd to: And that 1500000 Pounds in 
theſe Notes be appropriated to paſs in the Cities of London 
and Weſtminſter, and County of Middleſex ; which Notes 
will reduce the Exchange, and make it par ip/o fafo, upon 
their coming forth. .

Eleventhly, That, with all Expedition; Care be:taken for Set- 
tling of FUnDs, not only for a-further Supply of the Deficiency 
of the Clipt Money ; for which, the 1200000 Pounds, I believe 
will fall much ſhort: but Funds upon which You may 
take up what Money the Bank of England, the Orphans Bank, 
and the Mill; Bank, can ſpare, or of any ſingle Perſon or 
Society, where Money is to be had, giving "fa Parliamentary 
Notes for the Value thereof : forbefore any lends or parts with 
their Money, enquiry will be made upon what Fund, and when 
they ſhall have it again, if this xzoo000 Ponnds falls ſhort. 

Twelfthly, By Delivering out of theſe Notes, the Clypt Money
